Claims 28, 29, 33, 
and 34 raise the issue of new matter (i.e. verifing calculations and whether or not assumptions for calculations are supported in the 
original specification) and would require further search and/or consideration). The new claim dependency in claim 37 sets forth new 
claim limitation combinations not previously set forth that would require further determination of whether same are supported in the 
original specification and would also require further search and/or consideration. Moreover, the presentation of 17 new claims would 
require further search/consideration of the claims themselves for 1 12 issues as well as the particular embodiment set forth therein.
